An Ordinance further to amend the Requisitioning and Acquisition 
of Immovable Property Act, T952. 

Whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satis¬ 
fied that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate 
the following Ordinance — 

1 .( 1 ) This Ordinance may be called the Requisitioning and Acqui¬ 
sition of immovable Property (Amendment) Ordinance, 1985. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once.

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2. In section G of the requisitioning and Acquisition of Immovable 
Property Act, lf)'G2 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), in sub- 30 of imSE 
section (M), for the words fifteen years”, wherever ihey occur, the 

words “seventeen years” shall be substituted. 

3. In section 8 of the principal Act. m sub-section (2 A), in clause (c), 
for sub-clau&e (ii), the following sub-elaUse shall be substituted, name¬ 
ly:- 


“(ti) ‘secondly with effect from the date of expiry of five years, 
and thirdly with effect drom the date of expiry of ten years, from 
the date on which the revision under sub-clause ( i) takes effects.”.
